In our first article we outlined most of the 
main reasons why the reform of the Chinese, 
currency should be set About at once," We now 
‘propose to consider.what is thought to be the 
best means of securing stich a reform that there 
shall be no longer the tremendous dislocations 
of trade which has been experienced during the 
past year or two. : 

In the first place itis an axiom that a coin- 
age must suit the needs of the people. The. 
dwellers in May-fairand Fifth Avenue might 
find gold not only useful but convenient, the 
prople of ather districts usg silver as their best 
medium, and. going to the other extreme, the 
denizens of the slums are suited in their needs 
by the humble “copper,” even the farthing 
bsing found useful at times. So, in China, it
